Text of Czech 
Statement On 
Concessions 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 29.—The text of 
the Czechoslovak legation’s state- 
ment on its concessions and will- 
ingness to submit the Sudeten Ger- 
man issue to President Roosevelt 
follows: 

“It is reported from Czechoslo- 
vak official circles in Prague that 
before the Munich conference, the 
Czechoslovak Government  ac- 
cepted: further concessions. 

“It is prepared to cede to Ger- 
many territory, containing more 
than 50 per cent of German inhabi- 
tants and asks for itself only fron- 
tiers of such a kind as to make a 
new Czechoslovak State capable of 
existence and defense. 

On Piebiscite Issue. 

“The Czechoslovak Government, 
however, cannot agree to a plebis- 
cite as well in the areas which con- 
tain a large Czechoslovak major- 
ity or those which are entirely 
Czechoslovak, as demanded by Ger- 
many for military reasons. 

“The Czechoslovak Government 
agrees to time limits for the final 
settlement. 

“All these arrangements are to 
be carried out by Dec. 15, but a set- 
tlement is possible by Oct. 31,

“It agrees to negotiations regard 
ing demobilization. and to the recall 
of its troops and to the revision of 
its system of-treaties, but in the in- 
terests of its own defenses and that 
of the Czechosolvak and democratic 
German minority, and also of the 
Jews in the territory, it cannot 
evacuate and demobilize or aban- 
don the fortifications before the 
dtlimitation of frontiers has been 
fixed and an exchange of popula- 
tion guaranteed and a new system

“It is anxious to expedite these 
negotiations, and in no case does it 
wish to delay the final settlement 
on which, at the advice of Great 
Britain and France, it is resolved 
once and for. all and for which 
there have been so many telegraph- 
ic appeals from so many heads of 
states, led by President Roosevelt. 

“At this critical juncture, the 
Czechosloyak Government is plac- 
ing the interests of civilization and 
world peace before the distress of 
its own people and is resolved to 
make sacrifices which never in his- 
tory were asked from an undefeat- 
oe state with such concentrated ef- 
ort. 

“It is, therefore, entitled to de- 
mand that the other side should 
also show an understanding for the 
peace of Europe and the world, 

“If in such an advanced state of 
negotiations insuperable obstacles 
were to arise, the Czechoslovak 
Government proposes the whole dis- 
pute should form the subject of an 
international conference or should 
be submitted for arbitration to 
President Roosevelt.

cree appeared in the official jour- 


It authorized the Government to 
proceed at its discretion with in- 
tegral mobilizatior of man power, 
industry and finance throughout 
the nation. 

The decree said only “execution 
of measures contained in the law 
of July 11, 1938, is authorized,” but 
that law ‘provides for complete mo- 
bilization in time of war or danger 
of war. 

Control ef Foreign Trade. 

The new law gives the Govern- 
ment complete control of foreign 
trade. It also carried the follow- 
ing paragraph on financial meas- 


ures: 

“The Minister of Finance is 
charged with preparing in time of 
peace and putting into force upon 
mobilization (or in threat of war) 
financial measures necessary for 
the conduct of war. Terms for pur- 
chases and payments abroad are 
fixed by the Minister of Finance 
after agreement with ministerial 
departments or purchasing and pay- 
ing organizations.”

MOSCOW, Sept. 29.— Soviet Rus- 
sia, watching the four-Power Mu- 
nich conference from the sidelines, 
took the pessimistic view today that 
Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain of Great Britain was only 
strengthening Reichsfuehrer Adolf 
Hitler's hand by attending the par- 


ley. 

This view was expressed in the 
Government newspaper, Izvestia, in 
a Geneva dispatch which assumed 
added importance because of For- 
eign Commissar Maxim Litvinov's 
presence there. 

The dispatch called the idea of 
the Munich conference “monstrous” 
and said France would pay a high 


price for her participation. 

“Up to now British concessions 
to Hitler have been torn from the 
living flesh of Czechoslovakia,” it 
said. “At this conference of four 
France inevitably will pay for her 
friendship with England.” 

Not only is Chamberlain making 
his “third trip to Hitler,” it con- 
tinued, he is strengthening the 
Fuehrer’s position by “adding an- 
other aggressor” in the circle of 
negotiators. 

“One can easily imagine,” it said, 
“what decisions will come out of 
such a ‘conference.’ One can easily 
imagine the roie of France in this 
partnership of four in which two 
ageressors will dictate their will 
while a third participant (Chamber- 
lain) will seek in every way to sat- 
isfy the first two.” 

Approval of Roosevelt Plea. 

The United States yesterday sug- 
gested to the Russian Government 
that it address a peace appeal to 
Germany and Czechoslovakia sim- 
ilar to that sent to the two coun- 
tries by President Roosevelt early 
Monday. Early today the Soviet 
Foreign Office announced accept- 
ance of the proposal. 


(President Roosevelt also asked 
Japan to send such an appeal. The 
Japanese Foreign Office said it 
would give the suggestion “serious 
consideration.”’)

Soviet Note. 

The Soviet note said, in part: 

“At the present time events de- 
veloping in Europe threaten to 
grow into a new world war. At 
this responsible moment the Gov- 
ernment of the Union of Soviet So- 
cialist Republics cannot but appre- 
ciate the message of the President 
of the United States of America ap- 
pealing for a peaceful settlement of 
the conflict that has arisen. 

“The Government of the U. 8. 
S. R. sympathetically accepts the 
proposal of the Government of the 
United States addressed to it—to 
contribute to prevention of war and 
a peaceful solution of the present 
international crisis. 

“_,.. The U. S. S. R. sees in im- 
mediate convocation of an interna- 
tional conference the most effeé- 
tive means for prevention of further 
aggression and obviation of a new 
world war. 

“True to its striving for peace, 
the Government of the U. S. S. R. 
is ready... At the present moment 
to support the proposal put for- 
ward by the Government of the 
United States on convocation of an 
international conference and to take 
an active part in it.” 

Russian Reaction to Parley.

GENEVA, Sept. 29.—The. League 
of Nations Assembly passed unan- 
imously today a resolution associat- 
ing itself with President Roosevelt's 


messages to European governmen-

assembly “welcomes and fully as- 
sociates itself’ with President 
Roosevelt’s messages—one to Pres- 
ident Benes and Chancellor Hitler, 


and the second to Hitler alone. 

It expressed “earnest hope” that 
no government would attempt to 
“impose settlement by force” in 
Europe. 

The Cuban delegation initiated 
drafting of the resolution. 

Two passages in the original 
draft were eliminated before final 
adoption. One, objected to by Ru- 
manians, expressed hope “that ne- 
gotiations under the most appro- 
priate form will be carried thorugh 
until an accord is reached.” An- 
other passage, opposed by the Po- 
lish delegate, mentioned the “tre- 
mendous possibility” of trying to 
impose settlement by force. 

Secret Council Session. 

The League Council, in a secret 
session, drew up a report that Arti- 
cle 16 of the Covenant—the famous 
punitive article—shoula be appli- 
cable only at the discretion of indi- 
viduar League members, 

This means that nations which do 
not wish to take financial and eco- 
nomic measures against a state de- 
clared guilty of aggression cannot 
be forced by the League to do so. 

The decision was taken in the 
form of a report rather than a res- 
olution because the Council did not 
want to go on record in more than 
a mild form, but it was regarded

“Representatives of 49 nations, 
meeting as delegates to the Assem- 
bly of the League of Nations, have 
watched with a deep and growing 
anxiety development of the present 
grave situation in Europe. 

“The assembly is convinced that 
existing differences are capable of 
being solved by peaceful means. 

“It knows that recourse to war, 
whatever may be its outcome, is no 
guarantee of a just settlement, and 
that it must inevitably bring un- 
told suffering to millions of indi- 
viduals and imperil the whole struc- 
ture of civilization in Europe. 

“It welcomes and fully associ- 
ates itself with the messages of the 
President of the United States in 
this regard.”

1. Germany to be allowed peace- 
fully to occupy a small area of 
Sudetenland as a symbol by Sat- 
urday, the deadline for receiving 
all predominantly German areas of 
Sudetenland set by Hitler, with an 
international police to assure order 
and guarantee transfer of the rest 
of the area, while Czechs peace 
fully Withdraw. 

2. German occupation in no sense 
to be a triumphal march of: con- 
querors, but to be merely a symbol 
of legal transfer of territory as the 
result of diplomatic negotiations. 

That plan, Government sources 
said, would satisfy Hitler’s demand 
for immediate protection of Sude- 
ten Germang without piacing im- 
possible conditions on the Czecho- 
slovaks and would eliminate the 
threat of force as a club over 
Europe. —

“Fritz Kuhn informed this inves- 
tigator when the latter was dis- 
guised as a storm trooper,” Met- 
calfe testified, “that not only did 
he have power over the Ambassa- 
dor and consular set-up in the 
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yesterday after being in recess 
since it finished receiving testi- 
mony on the activities of Com- 
munists. The present hearings, ex- 
pected to continue into next week, 
will be concerned with Nan and 
similar elements at work in the 
country.

“I have never signed any affidavit 
for the Dies committee.” 


In the affidavit which Metcalfe 
then submitted was made the state- 
ment, “I do not know Fritz Kuhn 
personally, have not corresponded 
with him, nor have I talked with 
him over the telephone, nor have I 
corresponded with the officials of 
the German Government in my of- 
ficial capacity.” 

The affidavit was introduced, 
Metcalfe said, primarily to reply to 
Willumeit’s statement that no af- 
fidavit had been signed. Subsequent- 
ly he introduced an affidavit which 
he said had been signed by George 
Froboese of Milwaukee, Middle 
West leader of the Bund, in which 
it was stated, “I have participated 
in German-American affairs at 
which the German consul was pres- 
ent, including Dr. Baer, Dr. Jaeger 
and Vice-Consul Tannenberg.” 


Dr. Baer was identified as Ger- 
man Consul in Chicago. This af- 
fidavit contained a statement that 
Kuhn had directed the destruction 
of such letters as might be con- 
sidered “inconsistent with the 
proper behavior of an American 
citizen.” ? 

Chicago Treasurer Named. 


A sworn statement which Met- 
calfe said was signed by Frank 
Davin, charged that Gustave Brand, 
treasurer of the City of Chicago, 
had attempted to get Davin “to un- 
dertake a publicity program of in- 
ternational character.” 

“Brand said,” the Davin state- 
ment continued, “that he and cer- 
tain commercial interests, which 
he did not name, were prepared to 
spend a sizeable amount of money 
to have this work done.

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MEETINC WITH HITLER 


Prime Minister Convinced at First Visit That 
Chancellor Contemplated Immediate Invasion 
—Messages That Led to Munich Conference. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Sept. 29. 


OLLOWING is the tezt of Prime 

Minister Neville Chamberlain’s 
address in the House of Commons 
yesterday: 

Shortly before the House ad- 
journed at the end of July, some 
questions were addressed to me as 
to the possibility of summoning the 
House before the time arranged 
and during the recess in certain 
eventualities, 

Those eventualities referred to 
possible developments in Spain, but 
the matter which has brought us 
together today was one which at 
that time was already threatening 
but which we all hoped would find 
a peaceful solution before we met 
again. 

Unhappily these hopes have not 
been fulfilled. 

Today we are faced with a situa- 
tion which has had no parallel since 
1914. To find the origins of the 
present controversy it would be 
necessary to go back to the con- 
stitution of the State of Czecho- 
slovakia with all its heterogeneous 
population. No doubt at the time 
when it was constituted it seemed 
to those then responsible that it 
was the best arrangement that 
could be made in the light of con- 
ditions as they then supposed them 
to exist. 

An “If” of the Past. 


One cannot help reflecting that 
if Article XIX of the (League of 
Nations) covenant providing for re- 
vision of treaties by agreement had 
been put into operation, as was 
contemplated by friends of the cov- 
enant, instead of waiting until pas- 

sions became so exasperated that 

revision by agreement became im- 

possible, we should have avoided 

the crisis. 3 

Therefore, for that omission all 
members of the League must bear 
their responsibility. I am not here 
to apportion blame among them. 
The position we had to face in July 
was a deadlock. Negotiations had 
Been going on between the Czecho- 
slovak Government and the Sudeten 
Germans and there were fears that 
if the deadlock were not speedily 
broken the German Government 
might presently interfere. Before 
His Majesty's Government there 
were three alternative courses we 
might have adopted: 

Decision to Try Mediation. 

Either we could have threatened 
to go to war with Germany if she 
attacked Czechoslovakia; or we 
could have stood aside and allowed 
matters to take their course; or, 

finally, we could attempt to find a 
peaceful settlement by way of me- 
diation. 

The first of these courses was re- 
jected. We had no treaty liabilities 
to Czechoslovakia. We had always 
refused to accept any such obliga- 
tions and, indeed, this country, 
which does not readily resort to 
war, would not have followed us if 
we had tried to lead it into war to 
prevent a minority from obtaining 
autonomy or even from choosing to 
pass under some other government. 

The second alternative was also 
repugnant. However far this ter- 
ritory may be from Europe, a spark 
there might give rise to a general 
conflagration. We felt it our duty 
to do everything in our power to 
help the contending parties come 
to an agreement. 

We addressed ourselves to the 
third course—the task of mediation. 
We felt that the object was good 
enough to justify the risk. 

And when Lord Runciman had 
expressed his willingness to under- 
take our mission, we were happy 
to think we had secured a mediator 
of long experience, of well-known 
qualities of firmness, tact and sym- 
pathy, and one that gave us the 
best hopes of success. That Lord 
Runciman did not succeed is no 
fault of his. 

We, and indeed all Europe, must 
ever be grateful to him and his 
staff for their long and exhausting 
efforts on the behalf of peace, in 
course of which they gained the 
esteem and confidence of both 
sides. 

Lord Runciman’s Report. 
On the 2ist of September, Lord 


' Runciman addressed to me a letter 


reporting the result of his mission. 
That letter is printed in the White 
Paper, but I may conveniently men- 
tion some of the salient points of 
the story. . 
On the 7th of June, the Sudeten 
German party had put forward cer- 
tain proposals which embodied 
eight ‘points of Herr Henlein‘s 
speech at Carlsbad on the 24th of 
April. The Czechoslovakian Gov- 
ernment, on their side, had em- 
bodied their proposals in their draft 
of a nationality statute, language 
bill and administrative reform bill. 
At the middle of August, it had be- 
come clear to Lord Runciman that 
the gap between these two propos- 
als was too wide to permit of nego- 
tiations between the parties on that 


In his capacity as mediator, he 


conclusion were, however, handi- 
capped by a recurrence of incidents 
in Czechoslovakia involving casual- 
ties both on the Czech and Sudeten 
German sides. 

Henlein at Berchtesgaden. 

On the first or second of Septem- 
ber, Herr Henlein went to Berchtes- 
gaden to consult Herr Hitler on the 
situation. He was the bearer of a 
message from Lord Runciman to 
Herr Hitler expressing the hope that 
he would give his approval and 
support to the continuance of ne- 
gotiations going on in Prague. No 
direct reply was communicated to 
Lord Runciman by Herr Henlein. 
but the latter returned convinced 
of Herr Hitler’s desire for a peace- 
ful solution. 

It was after he returned that the 
Sudeten Germans’ leaders insisted 
on the complete satisfaction of the 
eight Carlsbad points in any solu- 
tion that might be reached. 

The House will see that during 
August, Lord Runciman’s efforts 
had been directed with a consider- 
able degree of success towards 
bringing the Sudetens and Czecho- 
slovakians closer together. In the 
meantime; however, developments 
in Germany itself had been caus- 
ing considerable anxiety to His 
Majesty’s Government. 

London Letter to Berlin. 


On July 28, the Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs had written a per- 
sonal letter to the German Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, Herr von Rib- 
bentrop, expressing his regret the 
latter's statement to Sir Nevile 
Henderson, our Ambassador in Ber- 
lin, that the German Government 
must reserve its attitude towards 
Lord Runciman’s mission, regard- 
ing the matter as one of purely 
British concern. 

The Secretary of State had ex- 
pressed the hope the German Gov- 
ernment would collaborate with His 
Majesty’s Government in facilitating 


a peaceful solution of the Sudeten 
question and so prepare the way to 


establishing relations on a basis of 
mutual confidence and co-operation. 
Early in August we received reports 
of military preparations, in Ger- 
many on an extensive scale. 

They included the calling up of 
reservists, service for the second 
year of recruits beyond the begin- 
ning of October when they would 
ordinarily have been released, the 
conscription of labor for the com- 
pletion of German fortifications of 
her Western frontiers, and meas- 
ures which empowered the military 


authorities to conscript civilian 
goods and services. 

These measures, which involved 
a widespread dislocation of civilian 
life, could not fail to be regarded 
abroad as equivalent to partial mo- 
bilization and they suggested the 
German Government was deter- 
mined to find a settlement of the 
Sudeten question by autumn. 

Representations to Berlin. 


In these circumstances, His Maj- 
esty’s Ambassador to Berlin was 
instructed by the middle of August 
to point out to the German Gov- 
| ernment that these abnormal meas- 
ures could not fail to be inter- 
preted abroad as a threatening ges- 
ture towards Czechoslovakia. They 
must therefore increase the feeling 
of tension throughout Europe and 
they might compel the Czechoslo- 
vak Government to take precau- 
tionary measures on their side. 

An almost certain consequence 
would be to destroy all chance of 
successful mediation by Lord Run- 
ciman’s mission, perhaps endanger 
the peace of every one of the great 
Powers of Europe. 

This, the Ambassador said, might 
also destroy the prospects for the 
resumption of the Anglo-German 
conversations. In these circum- 
stances it was hoped that the Ger- 
man Government might be able to 
modify their military measures in 
order to avoid these dangers,

The honorable members will real- 
ize the perplexity in which I found 
myself in being faced with this to- 
tally unexpected situation. I had 
been told at Berchtesgaden that, if 
principles of self-determination were 
accepted, Herr Hitler would discuss 
with me ways and means of carry- 
ing it out. 

He told me afterward he never 
for one moment supposed I should 
be able to come back and say that 
the principle was accepted. 


Hitler’s New Proposals. 


(rnb Prime Minister added he 
did not think Hitler deliberately de- 
ceived him.) 

When I got back to Godesberg, I 
thought I had only to discuss quiet- 
ly with him the various proposals 
already submitted. I was shocked 
when, at the beginning of the con- 
versations, he (Hitler) said these 
proposals were not acceptable and 
that there were other proposals 
which I had not contemplated at 
all. 

I felt I had to, consider what I 
ad to do.

I have seen speculative ac- 
counts of what happened the next 
day which suggested that long 
hours passed whilst I remained on 
one side of the Rhine and Herr 
Hitler on the other because I had 
difficulty in obtaining assurances 
from him about the removal of his 
troops. 

I want to say at once that that 
is purely imaginary. There was 
no such difficulty. We had ar- 
ranged to resume our conversation 
at 11:30 the next morning, but in 
view of the difficulty of talking 
with a man through an interpreter 
and the fact I could not feel sure 
that what I had been saying had 
always been understood and appre- 
ciated by him, I thought it would 
be wise to put down on paper some 
comments upon these new propo- 
sals of his and let him have it some 
time before the talks began. 


Sent Letter to Hitler. 


Accordingly, I wrote a letter 
(which is No, 4 in the white paper) 
which I sent him. I sent that soon 
after breakfast and in it I declared 
my readiness to convey the pro- 
posals to the Czechoslovak Govern- 
ment, but I pointed out what I 
thought to be grave difficulties in 
the way of their acceptance,

Time No Object. 
HANDICAPPERS figure horse 
races on the strength of the time 
recorded in races — partly, at least. 
But apparently it isn't advisable 
to stress the time element too 
strongly. 

For instance: They are making 
Porter’s Mite one of the favorites 
to win the Belmont Futurity be- 
cause he recently was caught by 
the officials in the surprising 
time of 1:142-5 seconds for six 
and one-half furlongs. 

It appears that private clockers 
timed the race in 1:15 (which, by 


the way, ts also a new record) 


and that caused doubt as to the 
credibility of the performance, 

When Menow's record of 1:15 
1-5 was hung up last year the ac- 
curacy of this time was also 
doubted. 5 

The reason is that there is no 
mechanical system of timing 
‘races used. The eye and the stop 
watch are not always depend- 
able. When Porter’s Mite ran his 
disputed effort it was a murky 
day and visibility was low. The 
New York Press, descri con- 
ditions that day, observes: 

“Serious students of the race 
frankly are skeptical. It was run 
in a dense murk that practically 
obscured the field at ‘the start, 
far up the course. Nobody could 
be sure when the horses were on 
their way, even with field glasses 
and there was an excellent chance 
that the official timer either did 
not catch the drop of the big yel- 
low flag or that he was given 
what is called the ‘slow flag.’ 

“Manv are inclined to think 
that both happened. In any case 
the discrepancy between the of- 
ficial and the private time is al- 
together too great to be dismissed 
as average.” 

ELECTRICAL TIMING is not 
prohibitive in cost. It would set- 
tle for all time these time debates 
and lend authenticity to past per- 
formance records. As it is, two 
of the most interesting marks in 
the record book are not generally 
credited by horsemen. 

One is the performance of Por- 
ter’s Mite. The other is Whisk- 
broom II’s almost unbelievable 
record of 2:00 flat for the mile 
and one-quarter, carrying 139 
pounds! 

The Porter’s Mite time is all 
the more questionable from the 
fact that he finished only a length 
and one-half ahead of two horses 
which, far from being in the 
world record-breaking class, had 
hitherto not been able to equal a 
track record. Their times for this 
race, however, would make both 
under the existing world record.

Other records, in- 
cluding income tax returns, are in 
a personal vault at the Mercantile- 
Commerce Bank and Trust Co., she 
said. 

She asked for two days to get 
the records together and also asked 
Kramer for an intelligent assistant 
to help her. He promised to supply 
one. 

Kramer then questioned her 
about minutes of directors’ meet- 
ings. The last reference to her sal- 
ary, he said, was on June 19, 1933, 
when the directors of Leah Ruben- 
stein, Inc., voted her a salary of 
$125 a week for that year. 

She testified that she later drew 
a salary without any action on it 
by the directors. “I suppose you'd 
call it voting a salary to myself,“ 
she added. But I reduced my sal- 
ary to $100 a week.” 

Miss Rubenstein’s dress shop, 
which she opened in 1930, at one 
time was widely-patronized and 
prosperous. The corporation, of 
which she was president and treas- 
urer, was adjudicated insolvent 
March 28 on a petition filed by 
creditors, Financial schedules filed 
by the company listed assets valu- 
ed at $17,190 against liabilities total- 
ing $33,075.

GLARK WANTS SPEC 
REORGANIZATION PLAN 


Senator Fhinks Congress Again 
Would Refuse Roosevelt 
„Blank Check.“ 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29. — Sen- 
ator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, sug- 
gested today that President Roose- 
velt submit to the next Congress 
specific recommendations for Gov- 
ernment reorganization, instead of 
asking for broad discretionary 
powers to make the changes, as he 
did last session, 

“I don’t believe tnat Gone 
will be in any mood to give the 
President a blank check on reor- 
ganization,” Clark said. “If he will 
submit recommendations for spe- 
cific consolidations and changes, 
however, I think most of them 
would be approved.” 

The Senate approved the admin- 
istration’s reorganization program 
at the last session, but it died in 
the House. Clark, one of the bill's 
opponents in the Senate, predicted 
that body would not approve a sim- 
ilar measure next year. 

Seven Votes for Bill Lost. } 

The Missourian said he based his 
prediction on the fact that at least 
seven of the Democratic Senators 
who voted for the bill—Berry of 
Tennessee, Dieterich of Illinois, 
Hitchcock of South Dakota, Milton 
of New Jersey, McAdoo of Cali- 
fornia, Pope of ‘Idaho and Reames 
of Oregon—will not be back next 
year, either because of voluntary 
retirements or primary election de- 
feats. Opponents thus far have 
lost only one of their number, 
through the death of Senator Cope- 
land (Dem.), New York. 

President Roosevelt told his press 
conference this week that he had 
discussed the broad principles of re- 
organization with members of a 
commission which studied the need 
for government changes, but had 
not gone into details of possible 
changes in last session’s bill. 
Clark said he had not discussed 
with other Senators arenas pro- 
posal that the original re-organiza- 
tion committee, headed by Senator 
Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, draft a com- 
promise measure acceptable to the 
administration and opponents of 
the previous bill. 

Byrd led the Senate fight against 
the measure brought out last ses- 
sion by an enlarged committee head- 
ed by Senator Byrnes (Dem.), South 
Carolina. 

Amendment Might Be Acceptable. 
“If the Wheeler amendment were 
added, the bill might be acceptable, 
although I am not sure that I would 
vote for it even then,” Clark de- 
claredi This amendment, offered 
by Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, would have giveh Congress 
the final say on any changes ap- 
proved by the President. It failed 
of adoption by three votes. 

Clark said he would continue to 


‘| oppose the proposed establishment 


of a one-man civil service adminis- 
tration and of the office of Auditor- 
General to take over most of the 
duties of the Comptroller-General, 
whose office would be abolished.

The sun shines in my face, 
when there isn’t too much soot, and 
taken altogether I have a pretty 
good time. I sort of hate to see it

Makes Eight Charges of 
Political Immorality’

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 29. — 
Former President Herbert Hoover, 
in a Republican campaign address 
here last night, praised the efforts 
of President Roosevelt avert 
war in Europe; but attacked the 


domestic policies of the admunistra- 


tion. 
“The efforts of our Government 


2 to maintain peace deserve our full 


support,” Hoover said in prefacing 
his attack on the administration. 

President will find every Re- 
publican and every thinking person 
behind him in that effort. In that 
there is no partisanship. 

“The President has rightfully 
urged negotiations as the way out. 
There is no Américan who will not 
agree that the council table is the 
solution—not the battlefield.“ 

Hoover made an hour-long 
speech, in which he said that the 
threat of war “which darkens the 
waole world grows from a philoso- 
phy from which our nation has in 


some degree become infected.” 


“This world crisis today is in part 
a moral crisis,” he said. “There are 
tn the forces which have led to this 
situation today a tragic warning to 
America. . We are faced with 
a national election of the highest 
importance six weeks hence. 
Our issues are also in part moral 
issues. They are in part the infec- 
tion which has spread over the 
whole world.” 

False Liberalism. 

Hoover accused President Roose- 
velt of attempting to form a new 
political party under a false banner 
of liberalism and declared “if this 
sort of stuff is liberal, then George 
III, Hitler, Stalin and Boss Tweed 
are liberals. 

“What President Roosevelt is 
leading is not liberalism; instead 
of bringing the past up to the pres- 
ent he is bringing the present back 


Ito the past.” 


Speaking at a rally sponsored by 
Missouri Republican clubs, Hoover 
rejected President Roosevelt’s defi- 
nitions of liberal and conservative, 
and accused the New Deal of being 
shot through with “political im- 
morality.” On Oct. 17, at Hartford, 
Conn., he will accuse it of destroy- 
ing “government of freem ne.” On 
Nov, 5; at Spokane, Wash., he wih 
discuss its economic consequences, 

Specific Charges. 

Telling his audience here that 
time had come “to take the gloves 
off.” Hoover made eight specific 
charges of “political immorality,” 
against the administration of his 
successor. 

He accused it of building up the 
„G. E. A. A.—get elected anyhow, 
any way,” by making 300,000 politi- 
cal appointments without civil serv- 
ice examinations so that “working 
for the Government becomes a 
racket, not a career.” 

Second, he charged that relief ad- 
ministration under Harry Hopkins 
and Aubrey Williams had been mis- 
used for vote-getting purposes so 
boldly that in Kentucky an investi- 
gating Senate committee “had to 


.| stigmatize this stench.” 


Noting the committee reported 
that facts uncovered should arouse 
the conscience of the country, 
Hoover added that the committee- 
men “apparently did not think it 
worth while to call it to the con- 
science of the President.” 

As his third charge, Hoover as- 
serted there was “at least a moral 
violation of the spirit of the Cor- 
rupt Practices Act” when “Demo- 
cratic propaganda books” contain- 
ing the autograph of President 
Roosevelt were sold “to corporations 
for $250 in Mr. Farley's name” 
(James A. Farley, Postmaster-Gen- 
eral). 

Old-Age Pension Collections. 

Hoover's fourth charge was that 
the New Deal had been deceitful 
in its financial program, profess- 
ing to place collections for old-age 
insurance in a reserve fund but 
using them for current expenses, 

“You will have to be taxed over 
again to make it good,” he warned. 

Fifth, Hoover accused the admin- 
istration of pursuing social justice 
at the expense of personal con- 
science, using methods which 
caused even Democratic Senators 
and newspapers to criticise with 
such phrases as “impairs the dig- 
nity of his office.” 

Sixth, he said the present Gov- 
ernment built up a huge propa- 
ganda machine “impregnated with 
suppression of fact, the distortion 
of statistics, the creating of mis- 
leading slogans, the building of 
prejudice or hate.” 

Pointing out that postage in the 
last year of his own administration 
for free mail was $9,000,000, Hoover 
said such mail in 1937 would have 
required $34,000,000 in postage if 
they paid it. 

Weapon of Dictatorship. 

“The first 
ship is organized propaganda,” he 
added. 

Seventh, he accused the 
Deal of creating class hate. 

In the three years of depression 
stress before the New Deal, the

Thomas alleged he had 
been prohibited from making a 
speech in Jersey City by police who 
compelled him to leave the city on 
a New York-bound ferry. 

He filed * kidnaping charges 
against Deputy Police Chief John 
J. Underwood and Inspector Henry 
Gauthier. Justice Department of- 
ficials took care to point out that 
Cummings’ statement did not an- 
nounce indictments were being 
sought. ö

Head of U. S. Treasury Says 
International Pact Has 
Proved a Success.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
said today that international mone- 
tary machinery worked extremely 
well“ in the European crisis. 
Although value of the British 
pound in terms of dollars depreci- 
ated at one point to about $4.60

Asked about reports that the 
Dutch guilder had been linked to 
the dollar in measuring its value 
instead: of to the pound, Morgen- 
thau said he had no information 
about such a change although he 
is in constant contact with Dutch 
fihancial authorities, 

He also explained that the irrede- 
ury has discontinued the accumula- 
tion of newly acquired gold in the 
general fund. There is now about 
$800,000,000 worth of gold in the 
general fund and this amount will 
not be increased, he said.

ury will immediately convert it into 
cash by depositing gold certificates 
secured by the metal in the Federal 
Reserve banks. 

Morgenthau explained that the 
conversion of gold into cash was 
intended to prevent depletion of the 
Treasury's cash resources’ which 
are needed to pay for the current 
spending program.

The 
bond items are $23,000 for building 
and equipping a fire engine house

PWA Grants Allotted. 

PWA grants of $832,113 have been 
allotted on the four improvements, 
representing about 45 per cent of 
total costs. The sewer bond item 
would meet the remaining 55 per 
cent of the cost only in the case 


district sewers the 55 per cent 
would be distributed in special tax 
bills against benefited property es- 
timated to aggregate $162,728. The 
tax bills in these districts would 
range from 75 cents to $1.42 per 
100 square feet. The main sewers 
would be a relief line in the vicin- 
ity of the Rock Island tracks and a 
3400-foot extension of the buried 
River des Peres Drainage Works, 
from Skinker boulevard to Harvard 
avenue, 

Cost of carrying the clubhouse 
bonds would be borne from inde- 
pendent revenue of the Park Board. 
For the other three items it has 
been estimated by the city that an 
increase of 5.8 cents on the $100 
valuation in the interest and sink- 
ing fund tax rate would be required, 
to pay interest. The bonds would 
not begin to mature for 10 years 
and in the meantime, it is expected, 
other bonds now outstanding would 
be retired. 

The Weliston School District will 
submit a proposition for $225,000 in 
bonds for rehabilitation of six 
grade schools and, tentatively, for 
erection of a new high school. The 
district has applied for a $200,000 
PWA grant. 

Webster Groves Elections. 

Two subdistricts of the Webster 
Groves Sanitary Sewer District will 
have elections. District No. 15 will 
ask for $103,000 in bonds and No. 
16 for $86,000, for construction of 
lateral sewers. However, in each 
instance a 45 per cent PWA grant 
has been allotted and officials of 
the district have announced that 
not more than 60 per cent of the 
proceeds of either bond issue would 
have tot be spent, the 5 per cent 
margin of difference being for over- 
head costs not coming under the 
grants. 

No. 15 is bounded by the city 
limits on the north and west, Elm 
avenue on the east and the Mis- 
souri Pacific tracks and a line 
about two blotks south of the Kirk- 
wood-Ferguson tracks on the soutb. 
No. 16 is bounded by Gore avenue, 
Edgar road and Florence avenue 
and, on the north, a line in the 
vicinity of Jackson avenue and Big 
Bend boulevard. 

Polls will be open from 6 a. m.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Sept. 29.— 
Under Government bond and under 
close guard to prevent any escape 
of seed, the rank cogon grass weed 
of the Philippine jungles is being 
grown just outside Hollywood.

STUDIOS. ALARMED 
AT PROSPECT OF WAR 


50 Per Cent of Hollywood’s 
Earnings, Coming From Abroad, 
Would Be Endangered, 


By the Associated Press. 

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Sept. 29.— 
The financial fate of America’s bil- 
lion-dollar motion picture industry, 
trade experts fear, lies hidden in 
the war clouds over Europe. 

Movies, of all United States ex- 
ports, are among the most vulner- 
able if a. foreign explosion occurs. 

One studio trade authority esti- 
mated yesterday that the interna- 
tional market is now relied on for 
50 per cent of a picture’s earnings. 
And that this market might be 
slashed in half by the outbreak of 
hostilities. 

“We can hardly guess,” he said, 
“What would be the disastrous ef- 
fects of a widespread war.” 

He pointed out that the infant 
film industry of 1914-1918 had so 
Many opportunities for expansion 
that it was hardly crippled by those 
war years. Now it is grown up, 
jarred by the slightest disturbance 
of the world economic balance. 

Despite regulations imposed by 
23 countries, Hollywood’s foreign 
revenues actually improved as the 
1937-38 recession cut theater at- 


tendance here by as much as 25 
per cent, statistics show. 

In lands where the scarcity of 
gold made it difficult for Hollywood 
to get its money out, companies 
traded their celluloid product for 
wheat, oil, or other commodities— 
almost like primitive barter. 

The British Empire has been 
Hollywood's best movie customer, 
but even Italy, whose entire re- 
sources have been mobilized to build 
the Fascist state, continues to pay 
to see American screen entertain- 
ment. 

In Germany and elsewhere in 
Central Europe, Hollywood - films 
have encountered difficult, but not 
insurmountable economic barriers, 

Japan, because of the financial 
stringency caused by the Chinese 
campaign, became what film men 
describe as a “blocked” country. 
But it is recently understood ta 
have agreed to make a bank de- 
posit-in the United States to as- 
sure the exhibition of American 
pictures for its people. 

Strife-torn Spain has been a 
“lost” market for two years, but 
Hollywood movies are still reported 
shown in besieged Madrid. The 
movies are those which were in 
the country when the civil war 
broke out.

One-fourth teaspoon almond ex- 
tract. 

One-half cup shredded coconut. 

Sift flour once, measure, and sift 
four more times. Beat egg whites 
and salt with flat wire whisk. When 
foamy, add cream of tartar, and 
continue beating until eggs are 
stiff enough to hold up in peaks, 
but not dry.

Overcooking Develops Strong O dor and 
Taste Which Many Find 
Objectionable. 


When Mark Twain made his fa- 
mous remark about the cauliflow- 
er, how it was “nothing but \cab- 
bage with a college education,” he 
started something. Nowadays it’s 


a common custom to assign cultur- 
al rating to the various members 
of the cabbage family. They are 
either aristocrat or plebeian, bour- 
geois or proletariat, d upon 
what the grocer’s price tag says. 

But dietitians and botanists ‘rec- 
ognize no such social distinctions. 
Dietitians have a high regard for 
all members of the family, but are 
more likely to show partiality on 
the basis of color than of price. 
Botanists admit they can’t remem- 
ber, off hand, another vegetable 
which appears in so many differ- 
ent forms.’ Regardless of appear- 
ances, they insist that there is so 
little botanical difference between 
many members of the cabbage fam- 
ily, cauliflower, Brussels sprouts, 
broccoli, kale, kohlrabi—that they 
have assigned them not only to the 
same last name, ‘but the same first 
name as well—“Brassica oleracea”. 

Gardeners aré stanch believers 
in economic differences between 
the various cabbage cousins. They 
know the back-breaking labor in- 
volved in picking off the lower 
leaves of the Brussels sprouts, and 
then cutting and packing these 
miniature cabbages by hand. The 
sensitive cauliflower must be pro- 
tected from severe heat and cold, 
and its leaves must be hand-tied 
over the white heads to keep them 
from being discolored by the strong 
sunlight. Besides cauliflower must 
be marketed within a few days 
after cutting. 

Many of the most popular mem- 
bers of the cabbage family, cauli- 
flower, green or sprouting broccoli, 
Brussels sprouts, and Chinese cab- 
bage are at their best and cheapest 
beginning about this time of the 
year. Kale and Brussels sprouts 
will continue to be available in 
quantity throughout the winter. 
Spring will bring new crops of 
broccoli and cauliflower, but they 
will not be quite so plentiful as 
the fall crop, on most markets.

Record Crop. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture is predicting almost a 
recerd crop of cabbage, and a good 
crop of cauliflower for this year. 
Although no estimates are made for 
other members of the cabbage 
family, they all thrive on the same 
growing conditions, so it’s safe to 
Suomhis. that: there’ rill, be otelte 
of cabbage cousins on the market 
this fall, 

Members of the Brassica or mus- 
tard family are among the best of 
vegetable foods, for they add valu- 
able minerals and vitamins to the 
diet. Incidentally, for those who 
watch their calories, they are help- 
ful, for none of these vegetables, 
except Brussels sprouts, adds more 
than 100 calories per pound as pur- 
chased, And “sprouts” add only 
200 calories. 

Although some forms of the cab- 
bage have more vitamin C than 
others, all rate as “excellent” 
8 ot that vitamin which must 
not 


vitamin A and in calcium and iron, 
The greener the leafy vegetable the 
more vitamin A, calcium, and iron 
it is likely to contain. The leaves 
of broccoli are one of the very 
richest vegetable sources of vitamin 
A, the flowers are excellent and 
even the stems of broccoli have 
more of this vitamin than most 
vegetables. Kale and the greener 
forms of Chinese cabbage also fur- 
nish much A, a vitamin which is 
often low in the diet of families 
that find it necessary to economize 
on food. 

When buying cauliflower on the 
market, select heads that are clean 
and white, firm and compact, and 
heavy for their size. Heads should 
be smooth, rather than ragged or 
“ricy” in appearance, and should 
show no brown color or traces of 
decay. (Outside leaves should be 
fresh, green and firm. 

The best broccoli heads are of 
good size three inches or more in 
diameter, compact, green and not 
overmature. The length of stalk 
and head should be at least five 
inches. Brussels sprouts are best 
if their outer leaves are fresh and 
firm, and of a delicat. green color. 
They should not show traces of 
worms or plant lice. The outer 
leaves of the Chinese cabbage 
should be fresh and crisp. 

Kale and kohlrabi should be 
picked while they are still very 
young and tender. Many home 
gardeners. make the mistake of giv- 
ing these vegetables too much time 
to grow, so they are tough before 
they are cooked, 

If you are planning to serve five 
or six people, buy one medium sized 
head of cauliflower, weighing two 
to two and one-half pounds, a quart 
of Brussels sprouts, or a large 
bunch of broccoli. Six medium 
sized kohlrabi, weighing about one 
and one-half pounds, or two or 
three pounds of kale also will be 
enough for five or six servings. 


Do Not Overcook. 


It is especially important to 
avoid overcooking any member of 
the cabbage family, for they de- 
velop a strong taste, disagreeable 
odor, and an unattractive color if 
you do. 

Green Brassicas will keep their 
color better if you cover them with 
rapidly boiling salted water, leave 
the cover off and cook for the short- 
est time possible. Avoid adding 
soda; it might improve the color, 
but is sure to destroy pome of the 
precious vitamin C d give the 
vegetables an unattractive slimy 
surface. Cauliflower can be. kept 
whiter if you add a pinch of cream 
of tartar to the cooking water, but 
who objects to cauliflower with a 
creamy yellow tinge? Red cabbage 
will turn. a blue purple, which is 
most unappetizing, unless you cook 
it with very tart apples. Or a gen- 
erous dash of vinegar or lemon 
juice at serving time will bring back 
the o “red.” 

Strange as it may seem, there 
will be less odor if the cover is left 
off, when cabbage, cauliflower or 
kale is cooking. 

Cooking broccoli presents the 
problem of getting the thick stems 
to the tender point without over- 
cooking the fragile flower tops. 
Pare off the ——5 outer “bark” of 
very large stems, for even thick 
broccoli stems give real food value 
which is too likely to be wasted if 
the outside is stringy and hard.

Quick Method Calls for Pectin | 


“Slower Method Increases 
Cooking Time. 


With grapes coming into the mar- 
ket now, homemakers are now 
turning to that staple among jellies, 
grape. The secret of good jelly is 
to.keep as much of the flavor and 


stems. Weigh out three pounds 
of grapes, using the whole grapes, 


sugar. Mix the grapes and sugar 
together, bring the mixture rapidly 
toa boil and continue to boil rapid- 
ty for’ 15 minutes, counting from 
time it starts a rolling boil. Re- 
move from the fire and immediate- 
ly put the jelly through a fine wire 
strainer, Pour into hot, sterile jelly 
glasses, and cover with paraffin. 
Grape Juice. 


Wash the grapes, remove from 
stems, excluding any which are de- 
cayed. Crush the grapes and per- 
mit them to cook in their own 
juice, without the addition of wa- 
ter. Heat only long enough to 
softén the fruit—about one to three 
minutes. Avoid boiling.

NEW YORK, Sept. 29. — The 
American Ort Federation has an- 
rounced through its office here 
that the German Government has 


granted permission to 'establisn an 
Ort training school and agricultural 
area in Vienna to train young 
Jewish men and women who have 
been thrown out of work and 
school since the Nazi seizure of 
Austria. Permission for establish- 
ment of the project, which the Ort 
hopes will be the forerunner of 
many similar training areas, was 
granted, it was learned, on the con- 
dition that on completion of the 
training courses in agriculture, 
engineering and allied fields the 
Jewish youths will leave the coun- 
try, never to return again. 

The announcement was based on 
a cable received here from the 
officers of the International Ort 
Union in Paris. The cable stated 
that permission to build the school 
and establish the nec train- 
ing areas for students of agricul- 
ture followed a plea to German of- 
ficials by Prof. Heinrich Neumann, 
internationally noted throat spe- 
cialist who is now head of an Ort 
committee in Vienna. 

Work Begun on Project. 

Work has already started on 
erecting the school and barracks 
on a large tract of reclaimed marsh 
land in Stablau, a suburb of Vienna. 
Already, it was said, 380 young Jew- 
ish men, the majority of them 
doctors, lawyers, professional stu- 
dents or business men prior to the 
Nazification of Austria, are at work 
on the project. All are intent 
on learning trades or farming to 
prepare them for the new modes 
of life which they will face in other 
countries. 

“Although the German Reich is 


providing the materials and the 
land, the enterprise is being fi- 
nanced from funds transmitted by 
the Ort Union in Paris,” the an- 
nouncement said. “A staff of in- 
structors and engineers has been 
sent to Vienna by the Ort and it

“With the training they will get 
in the Ort school,” Col. Levey said, 
“the Jewish youth will have a bet- 
ter chance of getting away collec- 
tively, rather than individually, to 
some land where they can estab- 
lish their own communities and live 
free of persecution.” 

The Evian Refugee Committee, 
he said, . has approved the Ort 
proposal for retraining of the 
thousands whose livelihoods have 
been cut off in their native land.

DISPLAY OF AURORA RECALLS 
LEGEND OF ITS INFLUENCE 


Pennsylvania Professor Says Hu- 
man Beings Apparently Act 
as Cosmic I »sonators. 

By the Associated Press 

STATE COLLEGE, Pa., Sept. 29. 
—An unusually brilliant display of 
aurora borealis this week recalled 
today to those who have studied 
such things the ancient legend that 
northern lights forewarn of human 
conflicts. 

Prof. Helmut Landsberg and Hans 
Neuberger of the Pennsylvania 
State College measured the lights 
Tuesday night in the college’s geo- 
physical laboratory and found them 
as of unusual proportions. 

Dr. Landsberg, commenting on 
the legend, said: “Science is skep- 
tical toward such a belief, but there 
are certain influences in biological 
events. Investigators have found 
that about one day after electron 
showers, such as Northern lights, 
reach the earth the death rate from 
heart disease suddenly jumps and 
the number of suicides shows in 


increase. Human beings apparent-. 


ly act as cosmic resonators, just as 
the high atmospheric layers react 
against electron rays by light emis- 
sion.” 

Dr. Landsberg said the lights 
were the most brilliant in 20 years 
and reached a light intensity of 


stars of the second magnitude.

EXCHANGE OF COTTON 


Chairman of Senate Committee 
Suggests. U. S. Get 670, 
000,000 Ounces in Orient. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29. — 
Chairman Pittman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee pro- 
posed today that the nation’s cot- 
ton carryover be traded for huge 
shipments of silver from China and 
India, 

His proposal would mean the ex- 
portation of 13,400,000 bales of cot- 
ton to the Orient in return for 
670,000,000 ounces of silver. Against 
this metal, the Goxernment would 
issue silver certificates to pay own- 
ers of the exported cotton at a 
rate of 129 cents a pound.

It goes without saying that in an acute 
upset of the stomach the best food to give 
is none at all. In the first place, the pa- 
tient heartily agrees with this (if he can 


important, the “stomach” upset may be acute 
appendicitis or some other reflex, in which 
case food by mouth is distinctly contra- 
indicated.

OR. CLENDENING. so that it is reduced to a mass which is 
easy for the intestinal juices to get at. But if the stomach appears to 
have difficulty in doing this, the cook can do it just as well. 

Pureed vegetables, finely minced meat, soups, easily digested des- 
serts—such as ice cream—toast rather than fresh bread (which gets 
lumpy when the stomach function is slow), and other items of the 
smooth diet, are in order. Such diets are good for those chronic dyspep- 
tics who are long and thin, who never have much of an appetite, who 
have dropped stomachs, and constitutionally distrust their digestion 
along with everything else in the universe. 

Hyperacidity applies to the condition of having too much acid 
secreted by-the stomach walls. It is very often a sign of ulcer, but may 
occur as a nervous reflex. The symptoms are quite characteristic and 
consist of a feeling of discomfort in the pit of the stomach, usually 
relieved by food—it is primarily a hunger dyspepsia—then recurring 
after food has been eaten. There is also likely to be regurgitation of 
acid fluid into the mouth—sour stomach.
